Agreement Reported By Envoy

WASHINGTON 


The United States has agreed to sell significant quantities of arms 
to Israel, according to Mr. Abba Eban, the Israeli Ambassador to the 
United States. Giving this information after a meeting here on Monday 
with Mr. George Allen, the U.S.A. Assistant Secretary of State for Near 
Eastern Affairs, Mr. Eban said that the United States would not, however. 
attempt to match the quantity of arms being shipped to Egypt by 


Czechoslovakia. 


_ Mr. Lincoln White, the State Department’s Chief Press Officer, later 
announced that the U.S.A. Government had not yet reached a decision 


on the sale of arms to Israel.

In an important policy statement at 
the Lord Mayor's banquet at the 
Mansion House, London, on Wednes- 
day, the Prime Minister, Sir Anthony 
Eden, declared that the — British 
Government were available to render 
any service that would. help to pro- 
duce a compromise. solution between 
Israel and her Arab neighbours. 

Sir Anthony. said that if an acceptable 
arrangement could be made about these 
nations. boundaries, Britain would be 
prepared to give a formal guarantee to 
both sides. He believed, he added, that 
the United States and@ perhaps. other 
Powers. would do the same. 

In his review of the international. scene, 


Sir Anthony, referring to the grave situa-

At last week's talks, Mr. Molotov is 
reporied to. fave expressed the view that 
it would be preferable if. the initiative 
for the proposed Middle East con- 
ference did noi come from. the Soviet 
He suggested that France might 
accept the role since a proposal from that 
country would be more acceptable to Mr. 
Dulles than onc coming from Russia,

has refused to confirm or deny ihis. 
report. 

Mr. Molotov’s proposal’ was. discussed 
by the three. Wesiern Ministers dnd, tis 
believed. strongly oppesed by Mr. Dulles. 
He considered that any. compromrc 
achieved at such a conference would 
result in the Baghdad Pact losing its use- 
fulness and cause its signatories to adopt 
a policy of neutrality.

HATZOR DISCOVERIES 


There was a dramatic moment at the 
end of the dinner when Professor 
. Mazar fead a cable which had “ just 
arrived” from General Yigal \adin, 
who is now leading an archzxological 
expedition (sponsored jointly by Mir. 
James de Rothschild and the Anglo- 
israel Exploration Fund) at Hatzor, 
the ancient Canaanite city in Galilee.

“Happy to inform you of the 
greatest discovery at Hatzor of a 
Canaanite temple of the thirteenth 
century B.C.E., full with sculptures. 
orthostats, reliefs basalt. 
Among them is a. seated deity 
holding a cup. a relief of two 
hands in praying position, and a 
beautiful carved lion. Temple built at 
the foot of a Hvksos wall. The first 
examination shows definitely that 
big Canaanite city was, destroyed in 
the thirteenth century B.C.F. by 
Israelites. Other finds include beauti- 
ful ivory pots in the Samaria style 
with cherub and praying men.”

“A Purse with a Double Lining” 


It is possible for you to be pro- 
vided with your own. charitable 
purse into which both you and the 
Government (if you pay Income 
Tax at 8s.

It is 
one Over-all Covenant for the total 
amount you wish to allocate each 
year. When this amount has been 
covenanted you can respond to the 
appeal of the day and vary the 
amount and destination of your 
gifts as you choose. 

Here, to show you how wide a 
choice you have, are just a very 
few types of appeals or demands to 
which your charitable purse could 
respond :

SUEZ RESTRICTIONS “ILLEGAL” 
Mr. Harold Macmillan’s Contention 


‘From our Parliamentary 


Correspondent 


Mr. HaROLD MACMILLAN, the 
Foreign Secretary, saw the Prime 
Minister at 10 Downing Street on 
_ Sunday and discussed the tense Middle 
East situation with him. On Monday, 
before returning to Geneva for the 
Foreign Ministers’ conference, he was 
subjected to close questioning in the 
House of Commons on al! aspects of 
the present position. 


He was first asked about the Egyptian 
blockade of the Suez Canal, and said: 
* The restrictions applied by the Govern- 
ment of Egypt as part of the Arab 
b.ockade of Israel remain in force.” 

Mr. Paut Wiittams (Con., Sunder- 


land, S.) said that as there was no free-— 


dom of navigation in the Canal there 
was a developing unpleasant situation in 
the Middle East, and the time had come 
for Britain to cease withdrawing troops 
from the Canal Zone. 

Mr. Macmillan pointed out that those 
were rather difiereni questions. He 
added: “ Actually, | am told, there is 
more traffic through the Canal now than 
at almost any tme in history. But 
must make it clear that the Government 
do not accept the legality of the restric- 
tions placed by the Egyptian Government 
upon Isracli traffic.” 


Violation of Rights 


Mr. Barnett Janner (Lab., Leicester, 
N.W.) urged that something should be 
done to remove “this violation of inter- 
national rights.” It was time, he. said, 
that the Egyptians should be told that 
they could noi do precisely what they 
chose in such violation of rights. 

Mr. Macmillan: “ We have made our 
position clear and our protests patent, 
but it is a matter that ‘is not easily deal 
with in existing conditions.” 


Mr. Harotp Wi ison (Lab., Huyton) 
said that it. was over four and a half 
years since the Prime Minister, when in 


opposition, had denounced this situation 
in the mos uncompromising terms. Was 
it not time that the Government should 
have done something about it ? 

Mr. EMANUEL SHINWELL (Lab., Easing- 
ton) pointed out thatthe Government 
had been well aware of the restrictions 
on freedom of navigation in the Canal. 
Why was it, he asked, 
this violation of international usage, the 
Government persisied in sending arms to 
Egypt? 

Phat, replied Mr. Macmillan, was quite 
another question. “* What we are hoping 
for, and 1 think the House hopes for, 
is that a genera) settlement of the Arab- 
israeli dispute will bring an end to this 
problem with many others,” he: said. 

Replying to. Mr,.Eric JOHNSON (Con., 
Blackley), Mr. Macmillan said that: when 
Egypt. announced new regulations’ on 
September ft! for ships entering the Gulf 
of Aqaba, the British Government made 


that, in spite 


had aiready been said. 


it clear to the Egyptian Government that 
they did not ise the legality of the 
blockade of Israel, nor the right of the 
Egyptian Government to gram or with- 
hold permission to ships to use the inter- 
national channel at the mouth of the 
Gulf of Aqaba. 

“In the course of the discussions, 
which are still in progress,”’ he said, “ the 
Egyptian Government have indicated that 
these regulations may be modified, and 
I hope that an acceptable arrangement 
may soon be arrived at.” 

Mr. Macmillan was also questioned 
about Uniied Nations observers stationed 
along the borders of Israel and Egypt. 

He said, in reply to Mr. ArtHUR HEN- 
DERSON (Lab., Rowley Regis and Tipton), 
that the number of these observers was 
normally 12, of whom five were in the 
Gaza area and four in the El Auja area, 
with three in reserve who could be called 
upon at short notice. Another three 
were temporarily detached from the Truce 
Supervision Organisation headquarters in 
Jerusalem for service in the area. — 

Mr. Macmillan added that the Minister 
of State (Mr. Anthony Nutting) had 
informed the Chief of Staff of the United 
Nations Truce Supervision Organrsation 
that the British Government would sup- 
port any request he might make for addi- 
tional staff if he felt more observers were 
required. 

KennetH ‘YounGcer (Lab., 
Grimsby) said that very few of the inci- 
dents seemed actually to have been 
observed by the United Nations observers. 
Would it not be betier to give Genera! 
Burns a chance of observing the border, 
so that he might see what was going on 


in good time ? 
Mr. Macmillan promised to pass that 
on to General Burns. But he thought 


General Burns was a man of considerable 
character and experience-and it would be 
better to Jet him choose .how. many 
observers he wanted. 


Demilitarised Zone Incursion 


Mr. Janner referred to “ the latest 
incursion of Egyptian troops inio the 
demilitarised zone at Auja and into Israeli 
territory’ and “the continuous official 
statements of Egypt that she is in a state 
of war.with Israel.” In view of this, he 
asked, would the Foreign Secretary stop 
the supply of arms by Britain to Egypt ? 

Mr. J. Grimonp (Lib., Orkney and 
Shetland) asked a similar question. 

Mr. Macmillan, 
serious fighting: in and near the E! Auja 
demilitarised zone and referred to. the 
appeal by General Burns to both sides to 
cease. aggressive activities. British 
representatives in Cairo and Tel Aviv 
were instructed to support this. appeal. 

As regards arms supplies. Mr. Mac- 
millan said he could add nothing to what 


Mr. Janner asked if that meant. that 
Britain .was today supplying jet “planes 
and other arms to Egypt. 

Does it mean,” he demanded, that 
we are going (oO continue our policy of

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replying, spoke of the.

appeasement of these blackmailers, who 
never will be appeased but will use these 
arms against whomsoever they care for 
purposes of aggression and not for 
defence ?” 
Mr. Macmillan did not reply, in spite 
Janner’s demand for an answer, 
and then Mr. Grimond suggested it 
was time for some of the responsibility 
to be removed from General Burns's 
shoulders. He thought that the Govern- 
ment should propose that the United 
Nations itself should accept the responsi- 
bility, which clearly belonged to it, and 
make proposals that the two sides should 
come together and see whether they could 
not bring to an end this extremely 


dangerous situation. 


Mr. Macmillan replied that that was 


. being done within the United Nations. 


Mr. Janner again asked for a reply to 
his question. 

There were cries of “ Answer!” but 
Mr. Macmillan remained seated until Mr. 
C. J. Atport (Con., Colchester) declared 
that it would be more helpful “if the 
partisans on both sides were to use their 
influence to restrain aggression rather 


than to obtain military advantage for the. 


country whose cause they espouse.” 
Complex Problem 


Mr. Macmillan was again pressed to 
reply to Mr. Janner, and@ he eventually 
said: “1 ask the House not to press 


me to deal by a single answer to a supple- 
mentary question with a problem of great 
difficuky and complexity, in which large 
issues are involved and which has not 
been made easier by the incursion into 
this sphere of the policies of the Sovict 
Governmem.

EARLY CLOSING DAY 
FOR SHOPS 


Effect of Court Decision 


Our Legal Correspondent writes: 

_A decision was given by a Divisional 
Court of the Queen’s Bench Division 
regarding early closing days in Jewish 
shops in the case of Millers Cash 
Stores Ltd. v. West Ham Corporation 
reported in (1955) 3 All E.R. 282. The 
defendants were prosecuted by the 
local authority for failing to close on 
the appointed early closing day. They 
were convicted and fined Ss., from 
which conviction they appealed. 

_ The history of the case ts that an 
Order was made in 1912 by the Corpora- 
tion, under the Shops Act 1912, provid- 
ing that Thursday should be the. early 
closing day. The Act, however, allowed 
Jewish shops on observing certain condi- 
trons to close on Saturday instead. This 
Act was amended by the Shops (Sunday 
Trading Restriction) Act 1936 so that in 
such cases Jewish shops were to close on 
Friday instead of Saturday. Both Acts 
have now’ been repealed. but the Order, 
which has never been altered, continues 
in force. by virtue of the Shops Act 1950 
sec, 76. (2). This Act also re-enacts the 
Statutory provisions of the 1936 Act. 


Breach of Order Alleged 


The prosecution alleged a breach of the 
Order:as the shop was open on Thursday. 
In fact it was closing at p.m. on Sunday 
and Wednesday: and all day . Saturday. 
The. Corporation said that if the «shop 


-opened on Thursday it must comply with 


the. Shops 1950: sec, 53° by closing 
on Friday afternoon. : 
For the shop it was argued ‘that the 
Order. of 1912 had become ‘invalid for 
the alternative carly closing day, Friday. 
was not. provided for. It was held by the 
Court. who affirmed the decision of the 
Justices, that the 1950 Act stated that any 


‘Order was to be read as if made. subject 
to it and therefore though there was no 
express provision it was implicit mn the 
Order that Friday. was alternative. 
Since the Order-was not invalid it was 


mot open to the shop to: close on any 
other day. 
dismissed. 


The Lord Chief Justice. Lord Goddard, 
Suggested that any future Order might 
contain an express provision that Friday 
be. the alternative to Thursday so that 
there could: be no possible grounds for 
The general effect of the case 
is that in other cases in West. Ham or 
places having Orders with like wording 
Friday will be the only alternative closing 
day for Jewish shops, which cannot select 


any other day in the week.

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SAILOR’S LEAVE 


The Liberty Man. By GILLIAN 
FREEMAN. Longmans. 10s. 6d.

The author's title 
Man” is a masterstroke of irony, for 
liberty is the last thing that her hero 
knows how to use. Derek, a young 
sailor, with only two ideas for spend- 
ing his time ashore—drink and women 
(in that’ order)}—meets sister's 
schoolmistress, who takes him in hand 
with the idea of educating him. 

This Pygmalion-like situation in 
reverse can end in only one way. 
What is surprising is not that Freda. 
the teacher, should fall in love with a 
youngster so far removed from her- 
self in class and upbringing, but that 
she should be unable to realise that, 
outside his tight little world of the 
ship, he is a person without. identity. 
She is clear-sighted enough to recog- 
nise her own infatuation for what. it 
is, but endows the sailor with all 
kinds of qualities that he simply does 
not possess. Again and again he tells 
her: “ You keep trying to make me 
what I'm not. [I'm all right as | am. 
I'm a sailor and | got sailor's ‘abits by 


now.” 


That we are not wholly in sympathy 
with Freda is due not so much to this 
emotional blindness of hers as to the 
framework of the novel. Because we 
know that at the end of three weeks 
the sailor's leave will be up. we also 
know that the affair will be over-— 
and so we lose the sense of urgency 
normally. produced by crowding 
events into a time-limit. 

What does hold our interest 
throughout, 1s the all but visual des- 
cription of background. The docks, 
the “ pubs,” the. girl’s bed-sitting-room 
have all the clarity of film sets: and 
the classroom scenes, with the quick- 
fire repartee between teacher and 
pupils, are exceptionally stimulating. 
Three weeks’ waste of time for Freda, 
we feel—but not for the reader.

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HITTITE ART 


Hittite Art. By Maurice VIEYRA. 
Tiranti. 15s.

The author of this little volume ts 
a member of a Sephardi family of 
Amsterdam and well equipped roe his 
task. 

The Hittites, a people of ‘Indo- 
stock, first filtered into 
Central Asia Minor, and thereby into 
the ken of history, about 
2300 B.c.e. from a starting-point not 
hitherto discovered. They gradually 
established themselves as a ruling race 
over the main part of Asia Minor and 
as far south in Syria as the border of 
Lebanon, where Hamath (modern 
Hama) remained until the ninth cen- 
tury their most southerly stronghold. 
until exterminated by the Assyrians. 
King David knew the South Hittites 
well, since Toi. King of Hamath, was 
his friend, just as much as Uriah was 


his officer. Yet the Hittites were 
utterly forgotten, save for a few 
Biblical allusions, unti! rediscovered 


by modern archeology. 

Their art is based on the concepts 
and formule of ancient Western Asia, 
evolved in the valleys of the Tigris 
and Euphrates.

They were 
divided on. this. question. said Mr. 
Heilbut, and he stressed the fact that they 
had a great responsibility’not only to the 
community. but that they had inherited a 
trust from the late Mr. Hermann Landau, 
Mr. Ernst Schiff. and Mr. Otto Schiff. 
They also had a constitution to which 
they had to adhere, unless they deleted 
it.

Youth Group’s Solidarity 
with Israel

lt was the first time that such a con- 
ference had been held, and tributes were 
paid to the organisations for their ability 
to forget diflerences and work together 
for the good of Israel. | 

‘The Israeli Ambassador, Mr. E. Elath, 


was represented. by Mr. M. Paran, the 


Agricultural Attaché. Other guest 
speakers included Dr. S. Levenberg, 
the Jewish Agency; Mr. A. I. Richtiger, 


Aliya and Hechalutz Department; Mr. P.. 


Williams, Farm Management Committee ; 
and Mr. Oscar Philipp, Bachad Fellow- 
ship. 

A message was sent to the Yishuv in 
Israel; particularly to the Anglo-Jewish 
settlements, expressing solidarity with 
them and stating that every effort would 
be made to send an increasing number 
of chalutzim to join their ranks. 


Speaking for Bachad-B'’nei Akiva. Mr. 


Asher Cailingold stressed that before any- 
one could become a real chalutz he should 
undergo a thorough education in the 
meaning and greatness of chaluiziut. 
The Zionist Movement as a whole had 
failed in the task of arousing the com- 
munity for chalutziut.§ Tens of thousands 
of Jewish youth had no conneciion what- 
ever withthe. building of. Israel. 

Mr. David Malina (Hashomer Hatzatr) 
said there was a complete lack of tdealism 
among Angle-Jewish youth. The chalutzic 
movements were not receiving sufficient 
support from the adult community. 


Value of Minorities 


Mr. Michael Abels (Habonim) | said 
ihe chalutzic movements 
ermicised) because their numbers were so 
small, but he stressed >that throughou!

A tribute to the achievements of the 
Anglo-Jewish settlements in Israel was

Jewish Agency. Israel, he said, not only 
needed more arms, but more aitya. 

Dr. S. Levenberg declared that. with- 
out chalutziui there could not be a Jewish 
State. The Jewish press, he added, had 
not given sufficient prominence {to the 
need for chalutzim. 

Mr. Oscar Philipp said that theré was 
a hidden feeling among the youth for 
self-sacrifice, but that feeling must be 
aroused.

Appeal to the Community 
By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


The Federation of Jewish Relief 
Organisations, which in November 
celebrates its 35th anniversary, is now 
concentrating on helping transmigrants 
from North Africa on their way to 
Israel. 


A specia! office of the Federation was 
established in .Marseilles a month ago 
to provide clothing for the thousands of 
North African Jews who pass through 
the Jewish Agency camp there. 

Presiding over a meeting of their 
workers and supporters, held at the 
House of Commons, last week, Mr. B. 
Janner, M.P., a Vice-President of the 
F.J.R.O., recalled that the Federation had 
been established by former refugees from 
East Europe who, having found a new 
home here, had been determined to help 
their fellow-Jews wherever: they were in 
need of assistance. 

Today, Mr. Janner stated, the Federa- 
tion was concentrating its efforts on 
behalf of new immigrants in Israel and 
of transmigrants from North Africa. The 
need was immediate and critical. 

The Marchioness of Reading, who 
recently visited Israel. said that she was 
tremendously impressed by the efficiency 


with which the work of the F.J.R.O. was 


being conducted among the needy people 
there and by the kindergartens for 
immigrant children which were main- 
tained by the Federation. | 

Mr. J. Leftwich, Director of the 
F.J.R.O., who has just returned from a 
visit to Marseilles, stated that in the 
camp for North Africans there was. a 
shifting population of 5,000, who were 
housed, fed, and looked after by the 
Jewish Agency. There was, however, a 
great shortage of clothing and shoes and 
those must provided by — the 
Federation. 

His appeal was supported by. Miss 
Miriam Kottler, Israel’s beauty queen, 
who is a social welfare officer, and by 
Dr. J. M. Machover, Chairman of the 
Federation. 


CARE OF THE AGED 
The Role of Religion

The réle which religion and the 
churches of all denominations could 


and should play in the care of the. 


aged was discussed at the Standing 
Conference of Old People’s Welfare, 
which was held at the Central 
Y.W.C.A. in London on Thursday of 
last week, 

The Chief Rabbi's representative on 
the London Churches Group, the Rev. 
I. Livingstone, and Mrs. Hyman and 
Mrs. J. Domb (representing the League 


of Jewish Women and its’ Friendship. 


Clubs’ movement), were among the par- 
ticipamts at the conference, over which 
Mr. H. E. White, Vice-Chairman of the 
Executive Committee, presided. 

The conference had before it a 
pamphlet prepared by the London 
Churches Group and published by the 
London Council of Social 
Religion and Old Age, outlining what the 
churches could do for the mental and 
physical well-being of the aged. 

The pamphlet stresses that while 
material amenities—more domiciliary ser- 
vices, day hospitals, social clubs, and so 
on-—-were essential, more attention must 
also be given to the spiritual aspects of 
the care of the aged. 

Religion was hard to sustain in isola- 
tion, it was stated at the conference, and 
it was important that old people be 
incorporated in the religious life of their 
churches, chapels, synagogues, and meet- 
ing houses. This task, however, it was 
pointed out. could not be undertaken by 
one clergyman alone; he must. be assisted 
by an organised group from his congre- 
gation; and the pastoral care should not 
concern itself only with elderly people 
who remain members of the congrega- 
tion, but also with those who have drifted 
away in earlier years.

RESTRICTIONS ON 
RUSSIAN JEWRY 


Arrests Follow Yiddish 
Concerts 


a Diplomatic Correspondent 


The choice of Mr. Lazar. Kagano- 
vich as the chief spokesman for the 
Soviet Government at this year's 
anniversary celebrations jn Moscow of 
the Russian Revolution—-the 38th—1is 


regarded in diplomatic quarters here. 


as having particular significance. 

Mr. Kaganovich is a First Deputy 
Premier ‘and the only Jew in the Soviet 
Government, in fact the only Jew left in 
any important position in the U.S.S.R. 
where policy is involved. The fact that 
he was given this prominent rdéle would 
suggest that. the Kremlin, despite its 
present pro-Arab policy, is anxious to 
demonstrate to the people at home no 


less than to the outside world that this 
policy is not associated with any racial | 


issuc. 

There: is also another explanation 
offered by those closely acquainted with 
the Russian political scene. 
Moscow does is without a special pur- 
pose. It may well be that the selection 
of Mr. Kaganovich, the son of a Jewish 
shoe-maker, to make an important pol- 
itical pronouncement at the time of the 
Geneva meeting was intended to dispel 
the bad impression created abroad by 
Maxim  Litvinov’s memoirs. These 
memoirs have only recently appeared in 
English. According to Litvinov, who was 
in control of Soviet fore:gn affairs from 
1926 till May, 1939, Stalin and some 
other members of the Politburo were 
definitely anti-Jewish. He mentions in 
particular Marshal Voroshilov, the head 
of the. State,. as being most outspoken 
in his anti-Jewish aititude; and adds that 
his home, where other Russian. leaders 
gathered, was the scene for tmuch that 
Litvinov regarded .as directed against 
Russian Jews, especially Zionists. 


Reports Confirmed 


But whatever the explanation. for Mr. 


Kaganovich’s new role, the fact ts. that 
the position of Russian Jewry today. is 
sull far from being enviable. Phe 


reports of recent arrests of a number ot 
Jews in Moscow and Leningrad’ have 
unfortunately been substantiated by fresh 
evidence supplied by. unquestionably 
rehable persons... It appears that with the 
general relaxation: which followed 
Sialin’s death, Russian Jews, too, began 
to feel that they. had an opportunity to 
lrve. Once the falsity of the “ Doctors’ 
pilot’ thhad been demonstrated, much of 
the antisemitic feeling to which it gave 
rise. disappeared, and Jews began to 
breathe more freely. 

A.few months ago the Soviet  auth- 
oriues, in line with their new: policy. 
released several Jewish writers and 
arusts, and actually permitted a number 
of Yiddish. concerts and performances 
in Moscow and in several other cities with 
large Jewish communities. There was 
also a certain relaxation in the attitude 
towards Jewish religious leaders, .who 
were apparently encouraged’ to try to 
develop contacts with Jewish rel gious 


leaders outside the Iron Curtain, So 

much so that at the rage ‘Hashana and 

Yom Kippur services Kiev; - for 

instance, even. Jewish and 

officers felt free cnough. to make -an 
uppearance at the synagogue. 
Large Audiences 

But this did not last for very long. The 


Yiddish concerts. in’ Moscow. although 
they are reported not to have been of a 
very high standard, attracted large 
crowds—many thousands _ of people 
thirsty for the Yiddish word, queueing for 
hours to obtain admittance. This came 
asa surprise to the Soviet authorities, 
who obviously became apprehensive lest 
Jewish national feelings. suppressed and 
dormant for nearly 40 vears. shoud be 
revived. Shortly after these performances, 
therefore, the police swooped on a 
number. of Jews who attended 
concerts. 

No accusation of their being Zionists. 
Or many way associated with Israel, has 
heen, as far as is known. made aga nst 
the: arrested Jews, who are now. believed 
” have been sent to Siberia. It is known 
inal 


after a thorough search their 
homes. the police found nothing of a 
more imcriminating nature than few 


Hebrew prayer-books and Yiddish books. 
and it is the. Yiddish literature in: their 
possession that was apparently regarded 
as justification for their arrest. At least 
three of the Jews arrested in Moscow 
are known to belong to families long 
associated with Yiddish literature in the 
U.S.S.R. 

Since the new arrests a 
apprehension and verplexity 
over Jews in the U.S.S.R.. now estimated 
by Russian sources to number about 
3,000,000, 90 per cent of them living in 
the large citics. such as Moscow. Lenin- 
grad, Kiev, Odessa, and in the new 
republics of the Baltic and the Ukraine.

General Burns, the 
United Nations Chief of Staff in Pales- 
tine. has been tireless in his efforts to 
keep the forces of the two sides apart. 
He ‘and his staff have shown patience and 
courage in this hazardous work, and we 
aré most grateful to them. 

** General Burns is urging both sides to 
withdraw their forces from the El Auja 
demilitarised zone. We are giving him 
full diplomatic support for his present 
proposal in the capitals concerned. Let 
there be no mistake. Were any country 
to reject counsels of moderation it would 
forfeit the sympathy of this, and I believe 
every other, peace-loving nation.

Russia. All promases given to foreign 
visitors of the possibility of opening a 
Jewish seminar for the training of .rabbis 
have so far proved to be mere propaganda.

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SULTAN RECEIVES MOROCCAN JEWS 
Pledge of Equal Rights 


From our Own Correspondent 


PARIS 
The reinstated Sultan of Morocco, 


Sidi Mohammed Ben Youssef, told a 


delegation of the Council of Moroccan 
Jewish communities last Saturday that 
in the new Morocco “the Jews will 
enjoy absolutely equal rights with 
their Moslem compatriots and be full 
partners in the life of the nation, 
eligible for all official posts up to the 
highest governmental level.” 


The Sultan confirmed earlier declara- 
tions by the. Nationalist leaders that ihe 


next Moroccan’ Government would 
include a Jewish Minister. 
Reaffirming his well-known pro- 


Jewish sympathies the Sultan recalled 
his attitude “ during the period of perse- 
cution.” This was an allusion to his 
deliberate thwarting of the war-time 
attempts of the Vichy régime to introduce 
anti-Jewish legislation in Morocco. 


Audience at Palace 


The delegation, composed of 14 com- 
munal leaders, headed by M. Jacques 
Dahan, the Secretary-General of the 
Council, was received at the palace near 
Paris where the Sultan is staying pend- 
ing his return to Rabat. The audience, 
which lasted half an hour, was attended 


by the heir-apparent, Prince. Moulay 
Hassan. 

M. Dahan, speaking in Arabic. 
expressed the joy of the’ Moroccan 


Jewish population at. the restoration of 
their sovereign, gratitude for the Sultan's 
concern for thetrr. well-being, and satts- 
faction at his resolve to install a modern 
democracy in’ Morocco. The Council 
of Moroccan Jewish communities, which, 
from its inception, set itself the goal of 
complete equality for all the people of 
Morocco and their enjoyment of funda- 
mental democratic liberties, is deeply 
appreciative of His Majesty's generous 
attitude tn favour of a thorough-going 
democracy giving the prospect of happy 
perspectives for the future of Morocco,”’ 
said M. Dahan. 

A delegation of the European Bureau 
of the World Jewish Congress was also 
recerved on Saturday bv the Sultan, to 
the embarrassment of the Council of 
Moroccan Jewish. communities, which 
had not been previously consulted :or 
informed. 

On behalf of the Council, 
issued the following statement: “* We had 
the disagreeable surprise after our 
audience with the Sultan of running into 
a delegation of the European Bureau of 
the World Jewish Congress. Although 
Priority was given to the delegation of

misplaced meddling on the part of the 
World Jewish Congress. It is, to say 
the least, shocking that. just when~ the 
official representative body of Moroccan 
Jewry comes to pay homage to its Sultan 
and obtains from him officially. all 
Po:s.bic assurances as to the future of 
Moroccan Jewry, another organisation 
should interpose itself merely for the 
sake of cheap publicity.”

Secretary- 
General, and M. André Chouraqui, the 
Assistant Secretary-General. was received 
by the Sultan on Tuesday, 

It is learned that the Alliance intends

The Sultan had earlier received a

Woman’s Account of Sterilisation 
Experiments 
From our Correspondent 


KIEL 


Commenting on reports that the 


Central Council of Jews in Germany 


were bringing criminal proceedings 
against him because of the sterilisation 
of Jewish women during «.2 war 
under his direction, Professor Carl 
Clauberg said here that he would wel- 


come the bringing of such a suit, If 


they had not filed the suit, he said, he 
would have taken similar action him- 
self in order to clear himself of the 
serious charges against him. 

‘Clauberg: asserted that all Jewish 
women subjected to his experiments had 
agreed to the treatment. He stressed that 
he had conducted his experiments only on 
those women who had had no objections, 
including, as far as possible, those who 
already had children and did not want 
more. 

The SveppEUTSCHE  ZEITUNG, of 
Munich, has published an article by Kurt 
R. Grossmann, of New York, which 
includes an interview with a Jewish 
woman of Berlin. She reported that she 
Clauberg at Auschwitz in 
December, 1943; ‘ Clauberg’s secretary, 
a beautiful girl, entered our room. She 
shouted several numbers and said: 
‘Come on and get down! The professor 
has arrived.’ We went to the laboratory, 
where many doctors. had already 
examined and treated me before (she had 
received 86 injections in all), Then my 
number was called and I faced the 
‘powerful ‘one, ‘naked. Before he 
addressed me, he asked his secretary: 
these swine clean?’ Then he 
turned to me: ‘Name? Children? Abor- 
lions ?” He ordered me to lie down on 
the operating table. 1 was held down 
by two fellow-prisoners, and Clauberg 
injecled about 20 cubic centimetres of a 
caustic liquid into my womb. My whole 
belly swelled and 1 suffered terribly. 
When he had finished shouted: 
‘Next!’ 


HADASSAH’S $9,000,000 
BUDGET

New York 
Hadassah, the Women’s Zionist 
Organisation of America, has adopted 
a $9,000,000 budget for 1956. 


Over $3.000.000 will be allocated to the 
Hadassah Medical Organisation in Israel, 
$2,100,000 to Youth Aliyah, $1,000,000 
to the Hadassah-Hebrew. University 
Medical Centre, $700,000 to the Jewish 
National Fund. and $600,000 to voca- 
tional education projects in Israel. 

The budget was adopted at a Hadassah 
convention in Chicago, when it was 
announced that the organisation had 
been designated by the United States 
Government as the central agency for the 
distribution of surplus American food in 
Israel. The first shipment of these 
surplus foods, consisting of 1,000 tons 
of butter and 750 tons of cheese, will be 
made on December 1. r surplus 
foods will be shipped every month as 
they become available.

108,000 JEWS IN SOUTH

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EMERGENCY ASSISTANCE TO ISRAEL 
American Jewry’s Efforts

A broad programme of political, 


spiritual, and financial aid for Israel 
has been planned here. 

The two main sources of dollar income 
for Israel-—the United Jewish Appeal and 
israel Bonds—have_ both launched emer- 
gency campaigns. The U.J.A. is stressing 
the need tor American Jewry to relieve 
isract of its immigration and settlement 
burdens so that the State can concen- 
trate on its security problems. The bonds 
organisation is urging the community to 
assume the task of economic develop- 
ment thus allowing Israel’s attention to 
be devoted to its security. 

The bond campaign is already under 
way. The United Jewish Appeal, fresh 
from its successful cash campaign for 
Moroccan migration, will Jaunch its 
drive at a. special one-day emergency 
conference to be held here on November 
18, Through these activities, American 
Jewry plans. to make its chief material 
contribution in Istael’s hour of need. 

Politically, the heads of most of the 
communal ageancics. continue to meei 
regularly, and a sub-committee has been 
set up to consider what action can be 
taken. The Umton of Orthodox Jewish 
Congregations. has passed a resolution 
urging President Eisenhower to intercede 
personally in the Middle East crisis. 

On the spiritual level, all Orthodox 


rabbinical. groups, at the: suggestion of: 


the Mizrachi Organisation of. America. 
observed November 10 as a day of prayer 
in. the United States for. peace and 
security for Israel. 


The American Zionist Council. which 


had previously decided to hold a meet-

Aircraft for Jordan ?

The Foreign Office has refused to 
confirm or deny reports that Britain 
is about to reaffirm the. Tripartite 
Declaration” and “supply arms to 
Lebanon and aircraft to Jordan. 

But in. discussing the Amman” report 


that Britain is to supply Jordan with icn 


Vampire jet aircraft. a Foreign Office 
spokesman significantly. stated that as 
Britain had a treaty of alliance with that 
country, it was bound to consider sympa- 
thetically any Jordan: request for arms, 
and would undoubtedly meet Jordan 
requests for the strengthening of the 
Arab Legion and the Jordan Air Force, 
which at present is of comparatively insig- 
nificant proportions. But when asked 
whether this might not upset the delicate 
balance of arms in. the Middle East,. he 
insisted that Britain was not. obliged. 
even under the Declaration, to maintain 
the equilibrium. 

No final decision on the supply of 
aircraft had yet been made, but the 


matter was under constant discussion. 


In any case, he added. it was Britain's 
duty to keep the equipment of the Jordan 
forces up to date. 

Both the Egyptian and Israeli Ambas- 
sadors were summoned to meet the 
Minister of State. Mr. Anthony Nutting, 
at the Foreign Office after last weeks 
clash in the Nitzana area. In expressing 
“grave concern” at Israel's action, Mr. 
Nutting made it clear that. the British 
Government blamed Israel for the 
incident 

The Israeli Embassy later issued 2 
statement explaining that the operation 
had taken place on Israeli territory and 
in defence of Isracli sovereign rights. The 
Israeli Ambassador, it said. had explained 
to Mr. Nutting that Israel had no aggres- 
sive intentions. against Egypt, and that 
the moment the Egyptians fulfilled their 
obligations under the Armistice, Agrce- 
ment and comolied with General Burns:

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JEWS’ COLLEGE 
CENTENARY 


DURING the coming week Jews’ College 
will commemorate the centenary of its foun- 
dation. As an elder contemporary by exactly 
14 years, this paper was privileged to play 
no small part in promoting the establishment 
of the College, and throughout more than 
a century——in season and out of season—we 
have never ceased to champion its cause. In 
January, 
report. of a meeting in the vestry room of 
the Great Synagogue of the supporters of 
the “proposed Hebrew College for the 
Training of Jewish Ministers.” This project 
had to be abandoned owing to the death 
soon afterwards of Chief Rabbi HirscHELt ; 
but with the appointment of Chief Rabbi 
NATHAN ADLER in 1845; the scheme was 
revived. | | 
At last, in January, 1854, at a meeting 
convened by Dr. ADLER and over which Sir 
Moses MONTEFIORE presided, the plan for 
the foundation of the College was success- 
fully launched. Our report of the pro- 


ceedings concluded with these words: “ Thus 
ended the most important meeting ever held 


by the Jews of England ”; while our editorial 
article remarked that the date of that 
momentous meeting “ appears destined to be 
an era in the history of the Jews of Great 
Britain.” And thus came the memorable 
day, on November 11, 1855, when the 
College opened its doors in Finsbury Square. 


‘A century ago Finsbury Square was a 
fashionable residential quarter and an active 
centre of Jewish life in the Metropolis. In 
1881, however, the College moved to 
Tavistock Square, in order to be near 
University College, with which it had 
happily established close academic relations, 
When the lease expired in 1900 the College 
again removed to near-by premises in Queen 
Square. Its last move was in 1932; when it 
became part and parcél of the new Com- 
munal Centre at Woburn House. The 
unsuitability of Woburn House for the 
requirements of the College has long been 
urged in these columns, and over four years 
ago the College authorities launched a 


Centenary Building and Endowment Fund. — 


A site for a new home—which will be the 
first 
purposes of the College—has now been 
acquired in Montagu Square, and the laying 
of its foundation-stone will appropriately 
form a_ central feature of mext week's 
celebrations. 


There can be no doubt that by its achieve- 
ments the College has more than fulfilled the 
original aims of its pious founders. It has 
trained a long and distinguished list of 
ministers and rabbis and qualified them to 
become the spiritual leaders of Jewish con- 
gregations in Britain and the Common- 
wealth. Through its happy association with 
the University of London its students have 
also been enabled to become university 
graduates and to combine traditional Jewish 
knowledge with an appreciation of modern 
culture. At the same time the College has 
‘made a contribution to Hebraic and Semitic 
studies which has proved. of advantage to 
the general world of scholarship and human 
knowledge. For these achievements our 
gratitude is due to the succession of learned 
and illustrious teachers who have served the 
College so devotedly throughout the century. 
All those who have laboured so zealously 
to conduct its administrative affairs likewise 
deserve to be honoured. 


Yet those who are the true friends of the 
College would be the last to advise that it 
should rest on its laurels. Both the material 
and spiritual aspects of its work must give 
cause for anxious consideration at this 
present time. The Centenary Building and 
» Endowment Fund is still a very long way 
® from its target. of £250,000; and until the 
Maympathy of the community as a whole ts

HONOUR? 


SIR ANTHONY EDEN’S speech at the 
LorD Mayor’s banquet at Guildhall on Wed- 
nesday night will have caused the utmost 


dismay to all friends of Israel, both Jews and 


Gentiles. In carefully chosen words he pro- 
pounded a policy intended to bring peace 
between Israel and the Arab States which can 


only be described as unpractical and dis-. 


honourable. Despite the unequivocal warning 
issued exactly a week earlier by Mr. ELATH, 
the Israeli Ambassador, that “ we have no 
mind to be treated as Czechoslovakia was 
treated before. Munich,” this is. precisely 
what the Prime MINISTER has proposed with 
all the gravity at his command, Now, 


itis to be feared, we can see the Government's - 
-Middle Eastern policy in its true colours. 


Everyone agrees that peace between Israelis 
and Arabs is urgently needed, but by what 
yardstick of ethics or of common sense has 
Sir ANTHONY reached the conclusion that 
this either can or should be bought, as is 
implied, at the sole expense of immense sacri- 
fice of territory by Israel? This is Munich all 
over again. But if the Prime MINISTER has 
learnt nothing from history, the Israelis have. 
They have looked too often on the treachery 
of the Great Powers to be prepared, as 


Czechoslovakia was, to be led like sheep to. 


the slaughter and then to find that their sacri- 
fice was in vain, for it only whets the appetite 
of the aggressors. And who are the aggressors 
in this instance? The little State of Israel 
which is to be offered up on the altar of 
appeasement, or the Arab States which have 
consistently refused to discuss peace, far less 
to practise it? 

Of course, peace is in the interests of both 
Israel and the Arab States, but the way to 
achieve it.is not to be found along the lines 
proposed by Sir ANTHONY. Public appeals of 
this kind have never yet smoothed the path 
towards negotiations. One wonders whether 
Sir ANTHONY has any idea where a compro- 
mise could be found, as he suggests, between 
the proposed 1947 frontiers and the present 
Armistice boundaries. From the Israeli point 
of view the 1947 proposals would today be 
absurd (in any event, it was not they who 
rejected them), but even if they were accepted, 
is it to be supposed that the Arabs, on their 
side, for example, would now establish an 
independent Arab State in a part of Palestine, 
as was envisaged by the United Nations, or 
that they would agree to an international 
enclave around Jerusalem’? What is perhaps 
even more serious is the weakening effect of 
the PRIME MINISTER'S speech on the Tripartite 
Declaration of 1950. Even this assurance that 
the existing frontiers would be guaranteed by 
the Three Powers seems now to be in danger 
of being set aside. Instead of getting promises 
of arms, to counteract the menace from 
Egypt, and firm treaty relations with the 
Western Powers, Israel finds her diplomatic 
position weakened and in addition she is 
threatened that if she rejects counsels of 
moderation she will “ forfeit the sympathy of 
this and... every other peace-loving nation.” 


Sir ANTHONY even found an opportunity 
to excuse the Egyptians for buying Com- 
munist arms, placing the blame on the seller 
rather than the purchaser. But never a word 
did he utter of his promise, when the Anglo- 
Egyptian Agreement over Suez was signed, 
that he would now be able to persuade the 
Egyptians to make peace with Israel; not a 
word of rebuke for the illegal Egyptian inter- 
ference with shipping in the Suez Canal and 
the Gulf of Aqaba; not a hint of criticism for 
the way the Arab States have allowed the 
Arab refugees to be exploited for political 
ends. Sir ANTHONY'S proposals have no 
redeeming feature, for they will encourage 
the Arabs in their intransigence and fill the 
Israelis with fear and despondency. Instead 
of averting the risk of war he has brought it 
much closer.

COMMUNIST ANTI-ZIONISM 


Despite the assurances of Mr. KUZNETSOV, 
reported by our United Nations correspon- 
dent on page |, that Russia wishes to main- 
tain friendly relations with Israel, irrespec- 
tive of the supplying by Soviet States of arms 
to Arab countries, the anti-Zionist campaign 
in the Communist countries seems to be 
persistent. In Moscow the Soviet press, 
reporting the latest clashes on the Israeli- 
Egyptian border, describes them as “a 
provocation on the part of Israel.” Similarly, 
in the Polish and other satellite newspapers, 
the Egyptian rather than the Israeli version 
of incidents has been given prominence. 
Even the Yiddish press in Warsaw, as 
a Communist-controlled organ, has had 
no alternative but to give the Egyptian 


point of view. The Communist voices, 
therefore, are now in tune with the increas- 


ingly violent anti-Zionist outpourings of 


Cairo and other Arab centres. (In Cairo the 
United States is now accused of having fallen 
‘under the domination of Zionist organisa- 
tions and Zionism is described as a “ chronic 
disorder” of government machinery, from 
which, it is alleged, the United States, 
France, and even Britain suffer.) With the 
example of Moscow's anti-Zionist propa- 
ganda before them, it is not surprising to 
learn that the Rumanian Government have 
refused to free from prison a number of 
outstanding Zionist leaders. Contrary to 
earlier reports, the President of the Zionist 
Organisation of Transylvania, M. IANcU, and 


A. L. Zissu, another Jewish leader who 


distinguished himself during the war by his 


courageous stand against the Nazis, are still 


in gaol. Sentenced to life-long imprisonment 
for their Zionist ideals and alleged anti- 
State activity, they were not, allowed to 
benefit from the recent amnesty by which 
‘many of the worst Rumanian criminals and 
former fascists have had their sentences 
either completely quashed or greatly reduced. 
Regrettably, neither the “ spirit of Geneva ” 
nor co-existence, it appears, has brought 
about any change in the Communist attitude 
towards Zionists and Zion. | 


LORD MAYOR OF LONDON 
NOVEMBER 9, when a new Lord Mayor of 
London enters upon his term of office, is 
always a significant occasion jn the.country’s 
annals. Just a century ago it was also a 


_Jandmark in the history of Anglo-Jewry, 


for Alderman (later Sir) DAavip SALOMONS 
then became the first Jew to occupy that 
exalted position. The importance of 
SALOMONS'S election jay in the fact that he 
was everywhere known not only as a pro- 
fessing Jew but also as a foremost leader 
in the struggle for the removal of Jewish 
disabilities in all spheres of public life in 
this country. During the preceding twenty 
years he had been a doughty champion in the 
battle for municipal emancipation. After he 
was elected in 1835 as Sheriff of London 
and Middlesex, a special Act of Parliament 
was, passed to enable a Jew to hold that 
office. Moreover, he was repeatedly elected 
as Alderman by different wards of the City, 
but was debarred from serving in that 
capacity until the passage of another Act of 
Parliament in 1845 had thrown open all 
municipal offices to Jews. His election .as 
Lord Mayor of London in 1855 was there- 
fore of outstanding significance. Nor should 
it be forgotten that SALOMONS-—besides his 
active participation in Jewish communal 
life, where, among his other offices, he was 
President of the Board of Deputies—also 
took a leading part in the struggle for the 
admission of Jews to Parliament. In 1851, 
after his election as M.P. for Greenwich, he 
actually spoke and voted for a brief period 
in the’ House of Commons, although it was 
not until after 1858 that he was legally 
entitled to take his seat there. It déserves 
to be recalled that the City of London— 
by repeatedly returning SALOMONS’s kins- 
man, Baron LIONEL DE ROTHSCHILD, as their 
M.P.—likewise co-operated in this campaign 
for full Jewish emancipation. Since Saro- 
MONS’S mayoralty there have been five other 
Jewish Lord Mayors of London, while one 
of the City’s present Sheriffs is Mr. Alder- 
man BERNARD WALEY-COHEN, himself a 
family connection of the eminent Lord 
Mayor of a century ago.

In attempting the first full-scale study in 
English of Martin Buber’s thought. Professo; 
Friedman has singled out two themes as the 
centres from which everything flows. The firg 
is the dialogical principle or the I-Thou relation 
and the second is Buber’s view of the nature and 
the redemption of evil. 

Into these two themes Professor Friedman 
weaves the whole rich material of Buber’s back. 
ground and ideas. It must at once be said that 
he has given us a work for which many will be 
grateful, both those who have long grappled 
with the implications of Buber’s thought in one 
field or other of their special interest. and those 
who come fresh te Buber’s own writings. Pro. 
fessor Friedman first follows the major themes 
of Buber’s thought chronologically through his 
writings, and then presents in sequence the 
particular applications to epistemology. educa- 
tion, psychology, ethics, and socia! philosophy, 
The closing chapters include studies of symboi 
and myth, the nature of Biblical [sith. the 
relation to Judaism and to Christianity. Any 
reader with any one of these particular interests 
cannot fail to-be impressed and helped by 
Professor Friedman’s careful elucidation of 
Buber’s actual thought—very often in Buber’s | 
own words—as a revolutionary and yet inte | 
grating factor in all these spheres. 

By his admirable composure and patience in 
face of his Hones and rich matcria!, Professor 
Friedman. makes us aware of the many dangers 
and difficulties which beset us when we try to 
come to terms with Buber’s ideas. He is very 
convincing when he shows the inadequacies of 
understanding of Buber by many who have ° 
particular causes to uphold.

of dialogue as that which characterises man as 


man. The entry into relation with the other, 
without ‘reserve or reduction, not only the 
recognition of the otherness of the other, but 
also being with the other in the actuality of his 
being, in a lived mutuality of relation, is for 
Buber not an “experience” in the sense of 
being something primarily emotional and sub- 


' jective, a kind of luxury for the leisured: but 


this is the heart of life, and the direction which 
makes for real life. Everything else lives in 
the light of this primary apprehension and 
action. Ideas of education, of politics, of 
religion and prayer, of the being of God, are 
all corollaries of this apprehension. or lived 
reality. Buber has here the daring of the rare 
true sage, who is able to transcend the broken- 
ness. and separateness of our time. 

His understanding of the nature and the 
redemption of evil is also in fact secondary to 
this primary apprehension. No doubt as a 
consequence of the events of recent decades, 
Buber’s particular emphasis on the nature of 
evil has been strengthened, so that he speaks 
now more clearly than in his early years of 
the actuality and positiveness of evil as a course 
in which a man proceeds, and no longer simply 
as a State of indecision. But even here there 1s 
no question of separating the problem of evil 
as a metaphysical problem from the rest of 
man’s life. Here too it is in the concreteness 
of the lived relation, of the everyday happening, 


that evil may be both faced, and changed.

be forgotten. 


Its Hour of Glory. 


In the case of Jews’ College, whose 
centenary celebrations begin on 
November 16, there is an obvious 
danger that the festivities and the 
stocktaking will be merged in the com- 
memoration of the tercentenary of the 
resettlement of the Anglo-Jewish 


community, but the College deserves . 


its own hour of glory and the publi- 
cation of its history* calls for an 
assessment of its achievements. It 
should be said at the outset thai this 
little book by one of the greatest and 
most objective of Anglo-Jewish his- 
'.torians does not stand comparison 
with Mr. Hyantson’s earlier work. His 


preface is dated October, 1954, the 


very month of his death. and the book 
bears signs of lacking the final revi- 
ston. which he would have assuredly 
have given it. And it suffers from 
its author’s very virtues. Mr. Hyam- 
son preserves hjs objectivity through- 
out. he never comments or criticises : 
he merely reports and notes, and at

best the annals of the College, rather . 


than its history. 

That history, like many others, 
repeats itself. Every so many years 
there is a crisis of accommodation ; 
for one reason or another the College 
has to move and all the efforts of the 
devoted men who have always been 
found ready to serve it have to be 
given to its rehousing. Even more 
regular are its financial crises : nowa- 
days questions of finance dog all 
Anglo-Jewish institutions, but the Col- 
lege has never been really free of 
worry, except perhaps for a short 
period at the turn of the century, but 
throughout its life it has weathered 
all its storms and grown. © 

Nevertheless, its difficulties have 
made their mark on that growth. The 
original college of 1855 was designed 
as a training college not only for 
ministers and preachers but also for 
members of the laity. It included a 
day school, the need for which soon 
passed ; but the intention was that ihe 
higher Jewish education it offered 
should be available for all Jews who 
were interésted. One hundred years 
later this might, in a climate more 
favourable to Jewish learning: than 
that provided by nineteenth- and 
twentieth-century Anglo-Jewry. have 
developed into the English equivalent 
of the Continental Lehr-Anstalt: and 
had such amt institution existed after 
1933 the future of Jewish Semitics and 
theological study might have been 
more assured. 

Two problems which periodically 
assail the College might have been 
settled in another way : the oft-raised 
and vexed removal to Oxford or 
Cambridge could more easily have 
taken place had the Coilege retained 
its original general character and not 
developed its present specialised bent. 
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It is impossible to be dogmatic about 
the effect on the community had two 
or three generations of Jews’ College 
alumni all graduated at one of. the 
older Universities, but, if one can 
judge by the careers of the handful of 
outstanding men who have proceeded 
to Oxford or Cambridge from Jews’ 
College, it might well have been 
startling. It is a general cause for 
regret among the alumni that they take 
all their university instruction in an 
exclusively Jewish milieu, and the 
influence of the ministry on the 
youth of the community might be 
much greater jf they had mixed more 
in the larger world around them. On 
the other hand, had the College 
developed on its original lines but still 
remained in’ London, one could con- 
fidently expect that its long-delayed 
admission as a constituent college of 
London University would long. since 
have taken place. | 

Bul in the jong run in this world, he 
who pays the piper calls the tune ; and 
it has been the Orthodox synagoga!

ment to is staff and much, too, to 
the long line of devoted and distin- 
guished laymen who have guided its 
affairs from its early days. 

But a perusal of Mr. Hyamson’s 
history leaves one in no doubt that 
the position the College has achieved 
is due most of all to its Principals. 
They have all been distinguished 
scholars. The first two had brief 
reigns but made their mark. Since 
then, for the past ninety years there 
have been but three Principals, Dr. 
Friedlaender, Dr. Biichler, and Dr. 
Epstein, and each and all of them 
have left their mark on the destiny of 
the College. Of recent vears the 
arrangements have been working 
smoothly under which the qualifica- 
tions required for a Rabbinic Diploma 


-are standardised as far as possible and 


the College provides at any rate some 
of the examiners. and this is a matter 
in which all three Principals have very 
largely interested themselves, The 
faculty for the training of teachers and 
the very successful University Exten- 
sion Lectures are two projects which 
owe much to the vision and enterprise 
of the present Principal. Perhaps the 
University Extension Lectures have in 
them the potentialities of a return to 
the original idea of a College for lay- 
men as well as clergy 

But one who reflects on a centenary 
must look forward ‘as well as back. 
What is the outlook for the future ? 
Another move is just ahead and the 
financial aspect of it must and does 
cause anxious.forebodings. The com- 
munity will only have the sort of 


Jews’ College it is prepared to finance 


and it must realise that if it is to have 
the sort it Wants and needs it must 


pay for it. With this reservation, the 


prospects for the move look bright. 
The work will continue and should 
prosper in the «quieter and more con- 
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genial surroundings of Montagu 
Square. .By a happy coincidence the 
laying of the foundation-sione of the 


- new building will synchronise with 


the centenary celebrations, and the 
omens are good. 

What would one like to see develop 
in Montagu Square? Not, if possible. 
a deepening of the present specialised 
groove, but a wider institution appeal- 
ing to all sections of the community. 
Is there a real reason why students 
for ministries in non-Orthodox com- 
munities should not be admitted to the 
courses of study? There are plenty 
of prejudices on both sides against this 
happening. but if both sides were pre- 
pared. to respect ¢ach other's behefs 
and practices, it might work. It 
would be of inestimable value mn uni- 
ing the community if it did. From 
a practical point of view it would also 
help to prevent the present disapation 
of the energies of the few men of 
Jewish learning who are found im this 
country today. 


Catering for Wider Needs 


There is no real need for any rival - 
to Jews’ College once the College — 


caters for the wider needs of the com- 
munity. One is struck on reading the 
history with the large part that non- 
Orthodo~ laymen used to play in the 
affairs oi the College, with the con- 
tinued financial support given by the 
West London Synagogue, a gesture of 
solidarity that shines like a brave deed 
in a naughty world, and with the long 
stream of distinguished alumni who 
have found their career in the Reform. 
Ministry. These latter have their suc- 
cessors today, and it might well be wise 
to recognise the fact and to let them 
leave by the front door of the College 
instead of its scullery windows. | 

Whatever happens, Jews’ College 
will go on. It rests with the com- 
munity to decide how it goes on and 
whether its strength and influence 
increase. Let us wish it a long. happy, 
and useful sojourn in Montagu 
Square.

Y memories of Jews’ College 
go back to the last decade 
of the reign of Queen 

Victoria. It was the period of 
horse-buses and hansom-cabs, when 
the streets were still lit by gas- 
lamps, and telephones and type- 
writers had not yet come into 
general use. The College was at 
that time at Tavistock House, in 
Tavistock Square. It had been 
bought in 1880 for £3,000. Tavistock 
House had long enjoyed the repu- 
tation of a home of culture, for 
Charles Dickens had lived there 
from 1851:to 1860 and had been 
visited there by Hans Andersen. It 
was in the library on the first floor 
that Dickens and his friends used to 
act plays, and in a previous period, 
when it was a drawing-room, 
Gounod had held singing classes 
there. 
A Long Wait 

| first entered the portals of 
lavistock House on a misty evening 
early. in. December, 1895. 1. had 
arrived in London with my _ father 
from Manchester, after some months 
ol correspondence with the Secretary 
of the College, for the purpose of pre- 
senting myself to the scrutiny of the 
Council; and we went to the College 
straight from Euston. The caretaker 
informed us that the meeting of the 
Council would not begin for another 
couple of hours, and suggested that 
we could meanwhile get something to 
eat. The nearest tea-shop, to which 


4s directed us, was one in Euston 
oad. 


Soon after we returned to the Col- 
lege I was ushered by the Secretary 


into a gas-lit chamber, where a group. 


of men, mostly bearded and -partly 
bald, were assembled round a table. 

was led to the skull-capped, grey- 
bearded figure in the chair, who was 
the Chief Rabbi, Dr. Hefmann Adler. 
le asked me some personal questions, 
which I had already answered in my 
‘orrespondence with the Secretary. 
He then handed me an English book, 
from which I had to read a paragraph 
‘loud. In it occurred the word 
qualms,” which he asked me to 
¢Xplain, and he was satisfied with my

answer. That concluded my. entrance 
examination. The Secretary conducted 
me out to rejoin my father in another 
room and asked us to wait a few 
minutes. . Presently he returned to 
announce that I had been admitted, 
and told me to make immediate 
arrangements for living in London so 
that I could enter the College without 
delay. 

Tavistock ‘House was a large four- 
storeyed mansion, including an enor- 
mous basement, with a carriage-drive

through iron gates in front and a large 
garden at the back. Besides lecture- 
rooms and a= library, it contaimed 
living-rooms for the Principal, Dr. 
Michael Friedlaender, and for the 
caretaker. Dr. Friedlaender, a native 
of Posen. was a small. frail, white- 
bearded man, mild of manner. and 
speech. who was possessed of a vast 
amount of sacred and secular learning, 
ranging from the Talmud and Biblical 
commentaries to higher mathematics 


and astronomy. He seemed to have a 


particular fondness for geometrical 
progressions. and was in his element 
when chalking rows of figures and 
festoons of formule on-a blackboard 
too high for him to reach without 
standing on his toes. 

His principal assistant for Jewish 
subjects was Dr. Samuel A. Hirsch, 
a portly, grey-bearded man who came 
from Amsterdam. He taught the

Our other Jewish 
lecturer was Israel Abrahams.,. burly 
and brown-bearded, who, apart from 
teaching homiletics, was 
engaged in coaching the Preparatory 
Class for the London Matriculation 
examination. He shared this work 
with a Christian colleague, George 
Washington Kilner, who was also a 
tutor in English and Classics at a 
Christian theological college. For a 
short period, Mr. Maurice Simon, 
after leaving Oxford, was an additional 
tutor for Classics. There were also 
teachers for French, elocution, 
chazanut, and music. 

After the members of the Prepara- 
tory Class had passed their Matric., 
they became junior students and 
their fees were paid for them to 
attend University College. to work for 
the Intermediate Arts and B.A. exami- 
nations, but they had at the same time 
to continue their Hebrew studies at 
Tavistock House. I won the Andrews 
Entrance Scholarship (in modern 
languages and science) at University 
College in the same year in which I 


passed my Matric.. and consequent!y 


had to take more lectures there than 
my fellow-students of Jews’ Colleve. 
The simultaneous attendance at the 
two institutions entailed a physica! 
well as a mental strain. as I often h: 
to hurry from one to the other 
lunch-time and ate my sandwiches on

~~ When Jews’ College was transferred 
in 1900 from. Tavistock House. to 
Queen Square House in Guilford 
Street (thanks to a gift of £5.000 from 
Charles Samuel), the distance between 
the two institutions was increased - 
but the old arrangement involving 
attendance at University College to 
prepare for the B.A. came to an end 
the following year when the London 
University instituted an honours 
degree in Semitic languages, for which 
all the subjects could be taken at Jews’ 
College. All students who passed 
Inter, Arts were required to take their 
B.A. in Semitics. and although the 
new curriculum rather narrowed one’s 
intellectual horizon. it meant a certain 
amount of physical relief. 

Dr. Hartwig Hirschfeld was 
appointed tutor in Syriac, Aramaic, 
Arabic, and Semitic epigraphy.

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SHECHITA BOARD AND 
MACHZEKEI HADASS 


Agreement Rejected by 
Board’s Delegates 


Delegates to the Shechita Board 
rejected the provisional agreement 
between the Board and the Machzekei 
Hadass, at a meeting on Sunday, by 
54 votes to 17. 

By the agreement (which had come 
before the Board al a meeting on the 
previous Sunday) the Board would insta! 
a casting ‘pen for the sole use of the 
Machzekei Hadass; the Machzckei 
Hadass would have not more than one 
buicher’s shop, which would be licensed 
by the Board: and a number of financial 
arrangements would be made [which were 
given in our last week's issue]. The 
agreement would have cost the Board 
£43 a week. 

Mr. H. Burman said that the Mach- 
zekei Hadass considered themselves first- 
class Jews and others second-class Jews. 
He was a representative of the friendly 
society movement, and had the 
strongest objection to any possible rise 
in the price of meat. It would be 


“impossible for the Board to raise this 


money without raising the price of meat, 
He did not see why the Machzekei 
Hadass could not pay for the Shechita 
they wanted themselves. 


“ Give and Take ” Needed 


Mr. R. Rosensweig said there must be 
give and take. ‘ At the moment the 
Shechita Board gives and the Machzekei 
Hadass takes.” 

That the Board was autocratically con- 
trolled was alleged by Cllr. J. H. Franks. 
There seemed to be a liaison between the 
Butchers’ Association and the Board to 
push prices of meat up.: The butchers 
paid 24d. per Ib. for shechita; the public 
paid 3d. 
Mr, Hyman Weinberg, M.B.E., said 
that he was sure the Chief Rabbi con- 


“sidered that the agreement seemed to 


ensure peace and security. 


The. matter is now to be referred back 


to the Executive Committee of the Board: 


for further consideration. 

A spokesman of the Machzekei Hadass 
stated that their shop would continue as 
it had been doing during the past few 
weeks.

candidates were four senior students 
of the College (Harris M. Lazarus, the 
late Barnet 1. Cohen, Jacob K. Levin, 
and myself), and we all. passed. 

Apart from working for our exams, 
the main problem of students who 
came from the provinces was to sup- 
plement our smali scholarships so as 
to have adequate means of mainten- 
ance. The problem was usually solved 
by giving private lessons (though in 
my case it proved an incentive to 
engaging in journalism). Each mem- 
ber of the Council was expected to 
take an interest in a particular student 
and to give his advice whenever it 
was sought. I was fortunate in 
having as my “ adviser ” Arthur Davis, 
who combined commercial success 
with a concern for Hebrew learning, 
and who imparted much of his know- 
ledge and enthusiasm to his daughter, 
Nina, who rendered Hebrew hymns 
into felicitous English verse. (She was 
the first wife of the late Dr. Redcliffe 
N. Salaman.)

Hirsch, on behalf of the past students 
by the Rev. S. Singer.:and on behalf 
of the present ones by myself. The 
hero of the day was presented with 
a large, handsomely framed portrait 
of himself, with an inscription, which 
was given an honoured place in the 
lecture hall. 

Besides the Union Society we also 
had a Literary Society, which arranged 
monthly lectures on learned subjects 
for the general public. The attend- 
ance at meetings of this Society, which 
were confined mainly to the winter 
months and were always held on 
Sunday evenings, usually depended on 
the weather; but the zeal of the 
pioneers failed to prove contagious, 
and the Society gradually succumbed 
to more powerful attractions in other 
parts of the metropolis. 


Zionism and the College 
The founding of the Zionist Organi- 


sation in 1897 inevitably caused reper- 
cussions at Jews’ College. Although 


the Haham, Dr. Gaster, was such an. 


eminent and enthusiastic advocate of 
the movement, his father-in-law, Dr. 
Friedlaender, was quite neutral. He 
never used such language as the Chief 
Rabbi, Dr. Adler, who stigmatised 
Zionism as “an egregious blunder,” 
and even once attended a lecture by 
Dr. Gaster in the hall of the Bnei 
Zion in Commercial Road. Dr. 
Hirsch was an old Chovev Zijon and 
editor of the Chovevei Zion quarterly, 
PALESTINA; he did not become a 
political Zionist until many years later. 
Israel Abrahams was an outspoken 
opponent. We enjoyed freedom of 
opinion at the College on the question, 
and the students were divided in their 
views, some being supporters and 
others opponents, while a third cate- 


* 


gory could not make up their minds 
(or perhaps had no minds to make up.) 

Although those who had passed 
their Inter. Arts no longer attended 
lectures at University College from 
the time when they began to work 
for the degree in Semitics, there was 
one important exception, due to the 
Hollier Hebrew scholarship. his 
scholarship. worth £60, was awarded 
annually at University College, and 
was usually obtained by a. student 
from Jews’ College. The successfy! 
candidate was required to attend’, 
weekly lecture by the Hebrew Prop- 
fessor, David Woolf Marks (the Chief 
Minister of the Upper Berkeley Street 
Synagogue). 

For many years Professor Marks 
had only one student, the Hollier 
scholar, and I was both his sole and 
last student. For in 1898 he was 
already 87 years old, and as in that 
year he celebrated his Golden Jubilee 
as a Professor he deemed it fitting to 
retire, apart from his increasing 
infirmity. He used to be brought to 
College in little horse-drawn 
brougham driven by his valet, who 
helped him out and supported him 
right into the classroom. The valet 
then retired to the back bench and 
studied his morning paper until it was 
time to take his master home again. 
After Marks vacated the chair he lived 
on for another eleven years, dying at 
the age of 98. His successor was Dr. 
Solomon Schechter, the very antithesis 


of his ancient —predecessor—alive, 
learned, and witty.

Request for Constituent Status |

The Wembley District Synagogue ts 
to request the United Synagogue to 
grant it Constituent: status, it was 
unanimously decided at an extra- 
ordinary members’ meeting, held: in 
the synagogues new classroom wing, 
Forty Avenue, Wembley, last week. 


It was also unamimously agreed to 
approve the Board. of Management's 


proposals for. the erection on the present 
site of a new synagogue and communal 
cemtre ata total cost of £75,000. 

Mr. J. Sklan, Warden, who presided, 
stated that # was hoped that: the. new 
synagogue would have between 400 and 
450 permanent seats and a further 250 
seats in the communal hall for use. on 
the -Holy-days... The Ladies’ Galicry 
would have about 220 permanent scals, 
and immediately above the conimunal 
hall an additional 150 temporary seats 
would be provided. The whole syna- 
gogue. would be able. to accommodate, 
according to the archiiecit’s calculauon, 
between 1.050 and 1,100 congregants, bul 
the Board considered that those figures 
might be increased by 10 per. cent. 

If the: United Synagogue, he added, 
decided to grant Wembley Constituent 
status, the demolition of the existing syna- 
gogue would start this year, It was 
hoped that the foundation-stone would 
he laid next spring, and it was planned 
that the new synagogue should be ready 
by June, 1957 

With 850 members, he. poinied. out, 
Wembley was now the largest Disinct 
Synagogue.

YOUTH GROUPS 


Torah Va Avodah’s 
Complaint 
To the Editor of THe JEwisH CHRONICLE 


Sirn,—Once again. another J.N.F. 
conference has passed, and it is our 
sincere wish that even greater efforts 
will be forthcoming to help Medinat 
Yisrael during the ensuing year. There 
is, however, one matter which, reluc- 
tant though we are, we feel must be 
brought to the notice of the general 
public, 


Torah Va'Avodah, in common. with 
all other Zionist youih organisations, ts 
financially. dependent on a grant from a 
fund administered by the Jomt Com- 
mitiee for Youth Affairs. which 1s com- 
posed of three members of the J.N.F. 
and three members of the Zionist Federa- 
tion, it is the function of this. com- 
mittee to consider annually the real 
strength. calibre, and needs of the various 
youth organisations. and to allocate the 
fund accordingly. lor many years our 
movemem has justly clammed that the 
funds are distributed on the basis of an 
original assessment .made many years 
ago, which with the passing of tume bears 
no valid relationship to the actual 
present-day standing of the various 
organisations. Thus, Torah Va Avodah 
still recetves a grant of only £500, and 
are m. our submission ot 
similar strength receive grants of. several 
thousands of pounds. 

Continual representations to the com- 
mittee, followed by interviews and the 
filling-in of countless -forms . have 
repeatedly failed to induce the commitice 
to make a coniplete reassessment of ‘the 
position de novo, though individual mem- 
bers have frequently said they sympathise 
with us and appreciaie our. predicament. 
Meanwhile, our own activities have been 
so hampered by financial difficuluies and a 
large overdraft that we have been forced 
to relinquish the services of our Tarbut 
Officer. and severely curtail all our 
actiVHies, | 

We .respectfully put forward the fol- 
lowing points for consideration: 

(1). The allocation to the various youth 
movements Was a separate sicm on the 
agenda: at the recent. .N.F. conference, 
and our delegate was present in the hope 
of putting. our grievances before 
general body; who are surely enutled to 
Know our. feelings on the matter: _How- 
ever, the grants for the coming year were 
announced. at the very end of the session 


as being substantially the: same, and 
the matter drsmissed. by a. ruling that 
no useful purpose could be served. by 
discussion, and in any event it. was> get- 
ung late. Those who believe that the 


purpose of any conference is not merely 
hear speeches from. the leaders, but 
also to enable matters to- be -thrashed 
out and grievances. pul forward, may well 
wonder in which direction our lafge com- 
munal organisations. are heading. 


(2) Our. parent organisation, the Miz- 
rach: Federation, has. been refused repre- 
sentation on the Joint Committee, and 
consequently it is felt. that we. ate at a 
disadvantage in not having an advocate 
(oO plead our cause in the inner sanctums 
of the committec.. Moreover. it is dis- 
lressing feel. albeit wrongly, that 
political issues are éntering into decisions 
that should be made entirely on the merits 


of an individual case. 

(3) Surely any commitice distributing 
large’ sums. of money annually. owes a 
duiy ‘both to. public and- to 
its. comseience to. -ensure that 
the distribution made: is. just and 
equitable, and regularly. reviewed in ‘the

MIDRASH is a story told by 
Aw rabbis to explain a difficuk 
passage in the Torah, and some 
of these stories are so interesting that 
I have chosen a few for you to hear 
today, | 
The Midrash comments with a 
beautiful simile on the Bible story of 
Moses spending forty days and forty 
nights on Mount Sinai. A_ king, it 
reiates, once took a friend into his 
treasure-house and told him that he 
would give him as much money as he 
could count in the course of the day. 
The man set himself to acquire as 
much wealth as he could in the time 
at his disposal. He did not stop to 
take any food or drink, and when he 
felt tired he said to himself: “I must 
not fall asleep or I shall sustain great 
loss.” ‘In a. similar way Moses 
reflected on Mount Sinai, gathering 
the jewels of the Torah. He had no 
wish to eat. drink, or sleep, for he 
was anxious that he should lose no 
time in gathering the spiritual treasures 
that wete offered to him. 

Another Midrash, explaining the 
phrase “as man measures, so will K 
be measured out to him,” says that 
this applies to both evil and good. 
Because the mighty Samson chose a 
sinfal woman as his wife, he ended 
his. davs in blindness. 
Absalom, who was filled with pride 
for his beautiful head of hair,-met his 
death through his hair being caught in 
the boughs of a tree. On the other 
hand. Joseph, who piously attended 
to the proper burial of his father 
Jacob. had- his own bones carried to 
Canaan by Moses himself. And when 
Moses died there was no man greater 
than himself to bury him, so tt was 
God Who prepared his last resting 
place. 


Animals’ Party 


Another story told by. the rabbis 
illustrates the phrase, “ Put not your 
trust in princes.” A_ lion invited the 
animals of his kingdom to a dinner 
party. The cave which served as a 
dining-room was covered with the still 
reeking skins of newly flayed animals. 
After .a- liberal repast. the guests, 
making merry, begged the fox to sing 
them a-song. The cunning fox, rats- 
ing his eves to the walls of the caves, 
began to chant in a sing-song tone : 
“What we see above, the master of 
the feast will soon let us see below.” 
The animals were quick to take the 
hint and ran awav as fast.as. they 
could. . The rabbis explained that 
honours bestowed by the. great are 
often traps to-ensnare the unwary. 

One day, Abraham, sitting at his 
tent. saw an old, wearv man who had 
been looking for his lost cattle. With 
his usual hospitality Abraham invited 
the old man to come inside the tent 
and rest. and meanwhile ordered a

Abraham asked his guest to join him 


meal to be prepared. when 
in a blessing for food to God 
Almighty the old man refused, explain- 
ing that he was a fire-worshipper and 
did not believe in God. With great 
indignation Abraham drove the man 
from the tent into the desert. Then 
Abraham heard a voice from the Lord 


saying: “ I have had patience with this . 


man for 70 years. Could you not 
have suffered his presence for just 
one night ?” 

Overcome with remorse, Abraham 
ran after the old man and begged him 
to return to the shelter of his tent. 
Then he sent some of his young men 
to search for the missing cattle and 
they were found. The old man was 
so overcome by Abraham's kindness 
that he said that, for the future, he 
would believe in God and forsake his 
own worship of ‘idolatry. He became 
a true son of Israel.

One last story concerns the way in 
which the rabbis sought to impress 
upon young people their folly when 
they try to teach their elders. Onee 


upon a time, the head and tail of a 


serpent had a bitter quarrel. “ Why,” 
asked the tail, “ should you always go 
first’? For once, | will take the lead.” 

“ Willingly,” replied the head. “* You 
show me the way and I will follow.” 
The tail, proud of its new position, 
tried to direct their progress, but he 
roHed into a ditch, was scorched by 
a fire, and caught in a thorny bush. 
Cured of its folly, the tail was. glad 
enough to let the head once more 
guide them on their way. 

These are examples of the stories 
that the rabbis told to explain to the 
people the way of Judaism.

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COPING WITH THE 
COLOUR PROBLEM 


Carpets and Rugs 
By “BOUTIQUE”. 


Colour can be one of the most diffi- 
cult problems in the home. Thousands 
of words have been written and 
spoken on the subject, millions of 
pounds spent—and still one sees the 
most hideous mistakes. Because of all 
this publicity many of us are apt to be 
too colour conscious, afraid to change 
the curtains in case they do not tone 
with a rug at the other end of the 
room. loath to make experiments with 
colour. lest someone should think we 
are too: “arty. 

One man who is doing his uimost:to 
sort out these problems is. Mr. Joseph 
Hain, a West End expert on rugs and 
carpets, to whom weil-known 
people have turned when not sure of 

what goes with what.” 

His advice is to “ choose a colour with 
which you will be happy. A family 
should think of creating joyous surround- 
ings and not tet themselves become 
inhibued with old-fashioned theories. of 
colour combinations, You have only to 
go into a garden’ and see how many 
different colours blend harmoniously.” 

Given the 
encouragement—most young wives, when 
siting up their first home, will choose 
a bright, gay shade in preference to dull 
browns, greys, and drab pastels. But the 
manufacturers Just do not co-operate, and 
you might as well ask for a magic carpet 
to take vou to the moon .as for one in 
primrose, yellow, shocking pink, or: a 
bright sapphire blue. 

Old Persian: carpets glow with colour, 
and, though we. cannot all afford these 
nkisicrpieces, we .can at least copy their 
ideas. The home is, after all, where we 
spend most of our time, the place which 
should reflect our own personalities. If 
your home is dull—well, people will prob- 
ably think. vou are, too. 


Soothing Shades 


. Colour at home. can make an enormous 

diflerence. .Joseph Haim. thinks that a 
professional man should not come home 
afier an exhausting day at the office and 
have to look at bright-red carpet—-he 
shouid. have more subtle and soothing 
shades. On the other hand, such a red 
is_ideat for. paruies;. it exhilarates and 
helps. conversation. 

Whether bright dull, carpets. need 
constant care;..and regular brushing is 
noi enough. Vacuuming takes off ‘only 
the top layer of dirt, so to ‘keep it really 
clean a carpet should be lifted) and 
properly beaten. It will look better-and 
iasis years longer. 

[wo rules to keep jn mind when. fur- 
nishing a house are: .Always buy the 
‘Carpels first and then the furniture: never 
iry to. “fit in” carpets and rugs. after- 
watds~-furmture. 1s Cheaper and can be 
changed. more often. And,.. secondly, 
always select a warm colour for carpets— 
choose what you really like, and remem- 
her that you will have to live with those 
Colours fora time. 


PETTICOAT GOVERNMENT 


The problem of how to wash. stiff 
petticoats without spoiling the 
inish and. making lasting crease marks 
has al last. been solved. 

It is important that the petucoat should 
be washed without creasing. most 
house! holds the easiest way to do this. is 
Probably to wash the petticoat separately 
in the bath, since it will almost certainly 
hecome creased if washed in a small hand- 
basin or put with: other clothes into a 
washing machine, Use hot water, ‘but 
hover than your hands can stand, 
and 4 good lather. If the garment 1s 
Washed frequently it will not be necessary 
tO Tub but if it is very dirty it can 
be scrubbed with a soft brush.

dewish Cookery 
By FLORENCE GREENBERG 
FRESH HERRINGS BAKED 


SERVE any of the following recipes. with 
mashed or baked potatoes, or rice and 
tomatoes. Hot beetroot is also sui_able 
and a sharp Sauce such as mustard, picca- 
hth, or chutney... Use ordinary white 
sauce, adding to half a pint | tablespoon- 
ful of finely chopped piccalith or chutney, 
For mustard sauce add 2 teaspoonfuls of 
dry mustard to the flour before blending 
with the. fat, 
1 tablespoonful of vinegar. 


For Hot Beetroot. Slice the cooked 
beets, put 1h a casserole with a knob of 
margarine and a little vinegar, season with 
salt and pepper, cover the casserole and 
heat through in the oven. 


(1) With Savoury Stuffing. Split, bone, 
and season 4 herrings, spread with stuffing, 
roll up and place in a greased baking 
dish, cover with greased paper, and bake 
in a moderate oven 30-40 minutes. For 
the stuffing mix together 4 piled table- 
spoonfuls of fresh breadcrumbs, 2 
chopped gherkins. tablespoontuls. of 
grated apple, | tablespoonful of grated 
onion, and a teaspoonful of lemon juice : 
season. with salt and pepper and add 
sufficient milk to bind. Serve hot or cold. 
When eaten cold pour over-2 little vinegar 
and sprinkle with chopped -capers: Serve 
with potato and green salad. 


(2) With Chutney. Split and bone her- 
rings, season, and. spread with chutney ; 
fold. over. to original shape and place in a 
greased baking dish. Cover with a greased 
paper and bake in a mdderate oven 20-30 
minutes. 


(3) Au Gratin. For 4: herrings allow 
1 oz: each breadcrumbs, grated cheese, 
and margarine; 1 tablespoontul of finely 
chopped onion, a little grated lemon rind, 
salt, and pepper... Split and hone the 
herrings and divide each into 2 fillets. Put 
4 fillets in a greased fireproof dish, season 
with salt and pepper: and lemon_ rind, 
sprinkle. over. the onion and half the 
cheese and ¢rumbs, dot with margarine, 
and lay in the remaining fillets, season and 
sprinkle over remaining. crumbs and 
cheese. Dot with margarine and bake in 
a moderate oven. about 30 .minutes. 


(4) With Apples and Potatoes. Split 
and bone 4 herrings and cut each into 2 
fillets. Peel 3 or 4 potatoes and cut them 
into. thin slices; and peel and chop 2 
cooking apples. Grease a baking dish 
liberally and arrange sliced potato stand- 
ing up right round the sides... Put half 
the fillets in the bottom of the dish, season

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ITALIAN, WHO SAVED 
JEWS 


Tributes to War-time Hero 
By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


A search that began 12 years ago 
ended in the Italian holiday town of 
sin Remo only a few weeks ago. Mr. 
Alexander Kraus at last. discovered 
Signor Mario Toselli, the hotel porter 
who. practically single-handed, saved 
the lives of over 3,000 Jewish refugees 
between 1939 and 1940. 

A reception. was held Signor 
Toslli’'s honour recently at Debry T. Fils, 
Lid.. Brompton Road, W., and the story 
was told, for the first time, of an Halian 
with no Jewish connections who, without 
thought of gain of personal. reward,

For three months Mr. Kraus, a Czech 
refugee, worked with Signor Toselli, 

ranging accommodation for the 
thousamds of Jews who poured into the 
litle town of Ventimiglia on the borders 
of France and ltaly. By night they 
smuggled whole families out in fleets of 
tin) fishing boats. 

‘These litle fishing boats had to run 
a gauntlet. of fire.” Mr, Kraus recalled. 
“for the French would not let them land. 
Bui once within 40. kilometres of the 
shore. they were, by. law, safe. and every 
night about fifty refugees. escaped from 
lialy and landed in and around.

TIGHTENING THE 
* SQUEEZE” 


Stock markets seem to have setiled 
down to a cycle of phases which alter- 
nate with some regularity The latest 
turn takes the position back to the point 
where fears of further credit stringency 
predominate.

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“LIVING WITH ROPE ROUND OUR NECKS” 
Journalist’s Report on Soviet Jewry

After an extensive tour of Russia, 
a New York Times correspondent, 
Mr. Harry Schwartz, has reported that 
while Christianity in the Soviet Union 
is now “enjoying a minor renais- 
sance despite anti-religious propa- 
ganda, Judaism presents a far darker 
picture. 

Russian Jews he interviewed said that 
the younger generation knew virtually 
nothing about Judaism. But a rabbi in 
Tiflis said that he was not afraid of the 
future, asserting that Jewish children were 
learning about Judaism. 

Commenting on the fact that rabbis 
and lay leaders had painted pictures of 
Jewish life which suggested that there 
wis compleic freedom of worship, Mr. 
Schwartz said: “ There seemed to be an 
clement. of fear lest they draw a dark 
picture. Many Jews who cling to the 
Yuldish language and tradition give a 
far darker picture. They complained 
bitterly about antisemitism and many 
expressed a. desire to emigrate.” 

Typical Jewish comments, he said, 
were“ We aren’, wanted here” and We 
fee, as though we are living with a. rope 
round our, necks.” Many referred to 
the period between January and April, 


1953, when Jewish doctors were falsely 
accused, 

Unhappiness and fear, added = Mr. 
Schwartz, persist among Jews, despite a 
considerable easing of policy on Yid- 
dish culkture. Yiddish folk-concerts are 
again permitted, though the thunderous 
applause at these performances give the 
imypression that this was a_ political 
demonstration and not merely a tribute 
to the singers’ ability. 

He reporied that there is talk among 
Jews that Yiddish newspapers may soon 
be published again. Some writers 
imprisoned in 1948 and 1949 had appar- 
ently been released, but na one expected 
that Yiddish schools would be reopened, 
and the prevalent view is __ that 
Yiddish will die with the present older 
generation. 

The correspondemt reported that there 
are. three synagogues in Moscow, two in 
Tiflis, and one each in Kiev, Odessa, 
Leningrad, Baku, Rostov, and Minsk. 
Kharkov’s 100,000 Jews lost their syna- 
gogue some years ago, when a local rabbi 
was imprisoned for alleged subversion. 

Stating that a few Jews had inquired, 
“always in whispers,” about the position 
of Israel, Mr. Schwartz reported that 
Zionism, though prohibited, “ has appar- 
ently not entirely died out.” But those 
Jews who wished to emigrate usually indi- 
cated that they would go to any country 
in the free world. 


RUSSIA’S “GOOD FAITH” 


Exchange of Views at Kremlin

RUMANIA REASSURES 
ARAB STATES 


No Large-Scale Emigration

PARIS 
In the year ending September. 30 
last, 728 Jews emigrated from Algeria 


to Israel—twice as many as in the 


preceding year—it is announced here 
by Mr. M. Beytan, of the Organisation 
Department of the Jewish Agency, 
who recently visited North Africa. 

Throughout North Africa, he reported, 
moneyed Jews arc showing ever greater 
interest in possibilities of settlement 
in Israel. Some 70,000 Jews in Morocco 
and 10,000 in Tunisia have registered and 
been medically passed for aliya, which is 
proceeding smoothly, unaffected by the 
latest political developments. The Jewish 
Agency has fixed the immediate rate of 
emigration from Morocco at 4,000 a 
month.

CAMP COMMANDANT ON ATROCITY CHARGES

One of the biggest war crime trials 
in post-war Germany began here on 
Monday. 

The chief defendant is Paul Werner 
Hoppe, a former S.S. leader and Com- 
mandant of the Stutthof camp, near 
Danzig. during the war. He is charged 
with the murder of at least 400 camp 
inmates, 300 of whom were gassed. 40 
killed through lethal. injections, and over 
50, all of them Jewish women, shot in 
the neck. 

The second principal defendant, Dr. 
Otto Emanuel Heidl, who was camp 
doctor at Stutthof, is charged with com- 


plicity in the murder of several hundred 
prisoners, including some 300 through 
gassing, 100 through injections, and 
another 100 sick prisoners through the 
injection of peirol into their hearts. [n 
addition, he is accused of having 
finished off’ about 15 prisoners suffer- 
ing from spotted fever. 

The third defendant is a former camp 
guard at Stutthof, Otto Karl Konoit. 

A special innovation by the camp com- 
mandant at Stutthof was the use o 
ferocious dogs trained to attack prisoners 
trying to escape. The victims of these 
dogs were severely mauled, but Hoppe, it 
is alleged, ordered his doctors to refrain 
from helping them ; and ten prisoners met 
their death in this way.
